Investigation of the Iowa hotel fire, at.330 
‘North Clark street, tn which four persons lost 
their lives yesterday morning and many 
others were injured, disclosed that the build- 
ing was a fire death trap ‘under sanction of 
the law. All the building ordinances ap- 
parently had been complied with. 

The four who lost their lives were J. O. 
Gara, J. H. Leve, Perle. Wilson, and one 
unidentified man. 

Building Commissioner Henry Ericsson 

sent George L. O’Laughiin to inspect the 
building and the ‘latter reported the owners 
‘iad, complied with the law in ‘regard to 
stairways and fire escapes. 
' Records of the building department show 
that an iron stairway fire escape was erect- 
ed on the front of the: place in May, 1912. 
Inspector O' Laughlin verified its existence 
after his inspection. 

An investigation to determine whether the 
fire Wae of incendiary origin is being made 
by Fire Attorney Murray. Sergeant John 
Loftus and Detective Harry Dongelly visited 
the hotel and are seeking witnesses. 

The hotel was characterized as a fire trap. 
by Battalion Chief Benjamin O'Connor. 
Erected at the time of the world’s fair, it 
was put up quickly and, aside from the brick 
walle, was constructed of wood, which had 
become aged and burned like tinder.

MORE RAIDS PLANNED. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.) 

LONDON, Jan. 80.—Beyond an easily sup- 
pressed attempt to prevent Prime Minister 
Asquith from speaking at Dundee and some 
isolated letter box raids, the suffragets and 
female bashi-bazouks effected nothing seri- 
ous today.

SOLD AS SLAVES 


Rockefeller Aid Says New 
‘York Mén Inspect Victims 
and Barter for Services. 


AUCTION NOT UNCOMMON, 

Inmate Terrorized by Threat to 

Kill if Site Testifies Against 
rafflekers. 


New York, Jan. 30.—I[ Special. I— That a slave 
market, where women are sold into lives of 
prostitution, ia actually carried on in New 
Tork City is the astonishing statement of 
Samuel H. London, the Rockefeller investl- 
gator of the white slave traffic, whose testi- 
mony before the Curran committee on 
Wednesday startled New York. 

This slave market occupies the back room 
of a dingy alleged restaurant: in Clinton 
street. Here, detween 1 and 8 o'clock in the 
morning, the barterers in women gather. 

When there is a particularly handsome lot 
of women to be disposed of the slave market. 
so the investigator reporte, shows as much 
activity as a stock exchange on a busy day. 
The women are not put on the biock. The 
bidders have examined them previously. and 
know the ones they want. The average an- 
nual earnings of a white slave in New York: 
City are $2,200, but in the west they earn as 
much as $5,000 a year, he said. 


Nation Must Act to Kill Evil 

“The first remedy for traffic in women is to 
cut off the eource of supply,” sald Mr. Lon- 
don today. About 9 per cent of the women 
in this life are either abducted and forced 
into tt or are lured into it by false promizes. 
Traffic in women can be driven from the na- 
tion for all time, but it must be done by the 
nation. Municipalities are helpless. 

‘* Commercialized vice is carried on here in 
New York to a greater extent than in any 
other city in the world. Here the trafficker 
in women and his procurers work openly. 

“Even here they have aactions—public 
auctions with men gathered around the auc- 
tioneer bargaining for the best women and 
the houses where their earning capacity will 
be greatest.“ 3 

One can get an idea of the extent of this 
white slave trade in New York city when T 
say there are 26.500 women who are white 
slaves in New York, against 37,000 in ali 
the other states,” said Mr: London. Why 
do they multiply here so rapidly? 


Trafiickers Know Best Districts, 

It chiefly because of economic condt- 
tions. The white slavere know it ie easier to 
get women where the surroundings are 
squalid. 

“The trafficker le always after what mir 
term a ‘ green meal ticket.’ That is the way 
they refer to the girle they kidnap or the 
girls that they induce to leave factories 

“ The American gir! insists-on a few rights, 
euch as expensive clothing and the like, but 
the foreign girls are satisfied with so much 
amonth. I knowa girl who earned in Alaska 
in one year 660,000.

Sir James N vuccession to the oid 
baronetcy of Turing of Foveran, In Aber- 
deenshire, through the death of his father 
at the age of 87 serves to recall the fact that 
only last summer the late Sir Robert Turing 
caused hie right to the honor ta. e passed 
upon by the baronetage committee of the 
privy council, which decided in his favor. 
with the result that King George ordered his 
name to be added to the official list of baro- 
nets. 

If Sir Robert took this step it was because 
“no patent remaing in existence of this bar- 
onetcy, the document having evidently been 
lost or destroyed during the nearly 800 years 
which have elapsed since the creation of the 
honor by Charles I. Moreover, it wae dor- 
mant for a number of generations. 

On the other hand, Sir Robert was able 
to show a number of documents, incluging 
commissions of the crown, made out in his 
own name when he wae consul at Rotter- 
dam and in favor of his father and otner 
forbeare, in which they were described as 
baroneta.

One old 
lady said, with tears, I have been trying for 
a year to save up enough money to buy a 
pair of shoes and now I can get them.“ The 
old snow shoveler, as a result of his gift, re- 
joices in a pair of stout shoes, a thick sweat- 
er, and a pair of heavy gloves. Tears ran 
down his aged face at sight of the money. 

In some cases, to prevent the idea of char- 
ity, we bought the pitiful little products of 
aged hands, such ae knit wash rags, crochet- 
cotton lace, embroidered laundry bags, etc. 
We feel that the money thus distributed 
caused, perhaps, a greater amount of happ!l- 
ness in proportion to its sum than that of any 
other Christmas benevolence. Our little fund 
is now all appropriated, and yet winter is 
here and aged bodies need continuouely 
shelter, warmth, and food.

Pies. 

Many women dislike to bake pies or think they 
cannot make good ones, yet their families de- 
mand them occasionally. If an extra good crust 
is desired this is a tried recipe: One cup four, 
one-quarter teaspoon baking powder, one scant 
teaspoon salt, one-quarter cup lard, cold water, 
one-quarter cup butter. Mix in usual way, 
omitting butter, use least water possible. Roll 
out one-half inch thick, dot with one-half the 
butter, fold so it will be three thick, roll out, 
and do with rest of butter. Roll slightly and 


put on ice or in co place for at least an hour.- 


Butter Scotch Pie—Take one-third the above 
paste, roll out, and place on inverted pie pan; 
gash slightly two or three times. Bake in hot 
oven. (All ple crust requires hot oven, temper- 
ature then lowered to cook contents of pie.) 
While still warm pres into pie pan, set aside 
to cool. One cup brown sugar, one cup milk, 
two tablespoons cornstarch, one beateh egg 
volk. small tump butter, pinch salt, one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Omitting the vanilla, moisten 
cornstarch and place all the ingredients in the 
double boiler, cook until the right consistency. 
Cool, add vanilla, and pour in shell Make 
meringue with the egg white and a little sugar. 
Brown nicely: Costs from 7 to § cents and sells 
for 20 cents, 

Cream Raisin Pie—Three-quarters cup each of 
seeded raisins, sour cream, and sugar, pinch 
salt. Mix well and put into, pan lined with 
crust, add upper crust, and brush over with. 
sweet milk. Use juice strip and bake in hot 
oven. Costs 10 to 12 cents, sells for 26 cents. 

Orange Pie—Two tablespoons cornstarch, two 
eggs, three-quarters cup hot water, juice one 
orange, juice half lemon, one cup sugar, pinch 
salt. Moisten cornstarch, put into boiling water, 
cook until clear. Beat up yolks, sugar, and 
juice of orange and lemon. Add this to starch 
while it is still,cooking. Pour it into shell and 
meringue. Costs 6 to 7 cents, sells for 15 to 20 
cents.

NEW opera by a new composer pre- 
senting, a new dramatic soprano in the 
title role proved a program of such at- 
tractiveness that the Auditorium was 
sold out last night for the frst per- 
formance of Zandonai’s Conchita.“ The work 
was received with many expressions of inter- 
est and approval, and such is the significance 
of its purely musical aspects that the verdict 
of the, public, even though swayed by the ex- 
eitement which always prevails on such ecca- 
may be accepted with few reservations. 

Its dramatic values may be disposed of 
briefly. The libretto is concerned with a de- 
tailed study in carnal psychology, and must, 
therefore, be distasteful to Anglo-Saxons who 
resent the union of brutality and art. The 
work is devoid of all nobility, an element which 
alone can justify such a subject for — 
treatment.

Furthermore, there is no occasion to intrude 
.Wulgarity, however true to life, Into opera, and 
those who feel a craving for such cheap sen- 
eationalism as is represented by Conchita's 
dance may satisfy their coarse appetites with- 
out going so far south as Spain. This dance 
may have been quite daring in its Italian ver- 
gion, in which case it would have a certain 
courage to recommend it. But last night Mme, 
Taraquini bethough herself of the restrictions 
of the London censor and made it only timidix 
nasty. 

Because the music is concerned with the pic- 
turesque and atmospheric values of the libretto 
rather than with its dramatic content, such as 
it is, it is both possible and desirable. to con- 
sider it entirely apart from the action which 
it is supposed to symbolize and b interpret.

I 
buy the very cheapest cuts of meat and take 
time to cook same, making healthful, stews, 
soups, eroquet tes, meat loaves, etc. I never use 
40 cent butter for cakes, cookies, orullers, etc, 
Instead I buy sited Gk Se the peed tnd Fen 
it myself, which insures purity, better ulity, 
as well as more quantity. I use pe ge to 3 
coffee, cocoa, te., beca 
it ia cheaper and goes further than 3 i ay a 
quart milk, and as to quality it is better than 
a lot of milk one gets, I buy green cooking 
apples, wash, half, and core them and put them 
on to bofl. When dene 1 rub them through a 
sieve, put in the right amount of sugar, some 


cinnamon, put in oven and cook to a delicious 


apple butter. It is cheaper than butter bought 
in stores, cheaper than maple sirup for pan- 
cakes, fritters, te., cheaper than butter on 
bread, and can be used in many other different 
ways. I bake rye bread,, as one loaf of rye 
bread outlasts two of white, is more health- 
ful, and a breakfast of it will give as much 
strength as a breakfast of high priced meats 
and eggs. Ten cents’ worth of horseradish roots 
made me enough horseradish for all winter's 
use, saving at least 10 cents a week. I take 
orange and lemon peels, put in alcohol, and 
thereby have my own extracts almost for 
nothing, and just as good as those bought in 
stores. In the summer time I have my grocery- 
man save me all specked fruit, which I get al- 
most for nothing, to put up for winter's use. 
The fruit too specked or overripe I make into 
jams, jelifes, and fruit butters. This saves me 
enough money to pay the cost of sugar in put- 
ting up same, I save the buying of kindling by 
keeping soft brieks, broken into small pieces 
and kept in an old can with enough kerosene to 
thoroughly saturate them.
